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The Thin Blue Black Hole 

Anaheim Police Sergeant Daron Wyatt has a pesky problem: crucial evidence in his cases keeps getting erased

W ith a major, cold-case 
homicide of a law- 
enforcement officer 
unsolved and accused 
killers awaiting trial in February 2013, 
Anaheim Police Department (APD) Ser¬ 
geant Elizabeth Faria would have had you 
believe she purposefully but innocently 
destroyed inter¬ 
rogation recordings 
of Rafael Miranda, 
who says APD beat 
a false confession 
out of him. 

Faria's explana¬ 
tion is golly-gee 
simple: APD has 
an annual budget 
in the tens of mil¬ 
lions of dollars, but 
there's purportedly 
a dire shortage of computer hard-drive 
space. She wanted to free up storage 
for future files, and nobody internally 
protested, so—allegedly without even a 
cursory review to see what evidence she 
was permanently deleting from a com¬ 
puter devoted to murders—Faria hit the 
delete button. 

Her move erased four hours of APD 
Sergeant Daron Wyatf s controversial, vid¬ 
eotaped, February 2012 interrogations of 
Miranda regarding the ambush robbery/kill¬ 
ing of Elizabeth Begaren, a California prison 
guard, on a 91 freeway on-ramp in 1998. 

Afterward, we are supposed to believe, 
came the oh-gee-whiz-darn explanation 
to Mark Eisenberg, Miranda's Irvine- 
based attorney, who’d filed a police- 
brutality lawsuit against Wyatt four 
months before Faria destroyed the most 
critical piece of evidence in the dispute. 
Miranda sat in lockup for four months, 
facing capital murder charges, but he was 
released on May 24,2012, when authori¬ 
ties acknowledged he was innocent. 

This week inside Orange County’s Ron¬ 
ald Reagan Federal Courthouse, assistant 
Anaheim city attorney Moses W. Johnson 
IV shrugged his shoulders and told U.S. 
District Court Judge James V. Selna the 
file destruction wasn’t nefarious. “It was 
inadvertent,” Johnson said. “People are 
human. This was just a simple mistake.” 

Eisenberg noted that Wyatt had a 
motive for the video to disappear if he is 
guilty of beating his client; alternatively, 
he had motive to preserve the evidence 
if it proves his innocence. “This was 
done by design,” he said, asking Selna 
to give jurors at the upcoming trial an 
adverse inference instruction that they 
can view the evidence destruction as 
consciousness of guilt. 


“I hope we don't go there,” said John¬ 
son, who added that Wyatt did manage 
to keep audio files of the interrogations 
and downplays that Miranda can be heard 
crying out at several points during the 
sessions. He has been urging the judge to 


keep jurors in the dark about Faria’s deed, 
and he may get his way. 

Selna told Eisenberg that his reason¬ 
ing wasn’t persuasive and announced 
he doesn’t have a single suspicion about 
Faria’s tale. “I found nothing wrong with 
what she did,” he said. “I won’t let the 
plaintiff establish [during the scheduled 
March 24 launch of the trial] any wrong¬ 
doing by Faria.” 

Wyatt also denies any culpability. In a 
December 2014 deposition, he claimed he 
wasn’t involved in the erasure and forgot 
to follow the standard practice of making 
two CD copies of the hard-drive footage. 
One copy was to be booked into evidence, 
while a second was supposed to be deliv¬ 
ered to Larry Yellin, the prosecutor on the 
case. The detective says he didn’t discover 
his failures until it was too late. 

“I thought I had transferred it,” 
he testified. 

Or was the line misinformation? 

In his October 2013 Orange County Reg¬ 
ister article, Tony Saavedra reported that 
Yellin, who supposedly never got a copy of 
the footage, asserted to him that the video 
evidence shows “no such beatings” were 
used to obtain the false murder confession. 

That’s not the only twist. Wyatt also 
told Eisenberg the Miranda case was the 
only time in his career when recorded evi¬ 
dence had been destroyed, a point John¬ 
son used to sway Selna about the inno¬ 
cence of the predicament. But the asser¬ 


tion is wrong. Unbeknownst to Eisenberg 
or the federal judge, Faria and Wyatt used 
the “accidentally deleted tape” excuse in 
an earlier homicide investigation. 

OC Weekly has obtained a July 2011 
internal APD report in an unrelated 


homicide case that describes how Faria 
and Wyatt conducted an April 2011 inter¬ 
view with Mark Cleveland, an Orange 
County Jail informant. “The interview 
with Cleveland was digitally recorded,” 
Faria wrote in her report. “After the 
completion of the interview, Wyatt and I 
returned to APD, where I downloaded the 
recorded interview. Unfortunately, once 
the recording was downloaded, it was 
deleted and irretrievable.” 

(Johnson declined interview requests 
for Faria and Wyatt.) 

The Begaren case is steeped in ques¬ 
tionable law-enforcement moves. To 
help secure a conviction against Nuzzio 
Begaren, the victim’s husband, Wyatt 
and Yellin employed Raymond Cuevas, 
a two-faced, Mexican Mafia killer and 
prolific paid informant for authorities 
in Los Angeles and Orange counties. 

With the aid of Sheriff Sandra Hutchens’ 
deputies on May 23,2012, Wyatt placed 
Cuevas in a protective-custody cell next to 
Rudy Duran, an inmate at California Cor¬ 
rectional Institution at Tehachapi who’d 
been bused in for questioning. 

In flagrant violation of well-established 
federal law backed by the U.S. Supreme 
Court, Cuevas—acting as a secret govern¬ 
ment agent—coerced a confession from 
Duran by threatening his lack of coop¬ 
eration would result in his murder by 
the Mexican Mafia. The impermissible 
trickery worked. Cases proceeded against

Nuzzio Begaren, Duran and a third 
alleged participant in the contract kill¬ 
ing. But recordings of the Cuevas-Duran 
chats were withheld from defense lawyers 
while convictions were secured. 

It took the digging of Assistant Public 
Defender Scott Sanders, who represents 
two death penalty clients ensnarled in 
the ongoing jailhouse-informant scan¬ 
dal, to force prosecutors into reluctant 
admissions about keeping the recordings, 
as well as Wyatt’s official report of the 
arranged jailhouse rendezvous, a tightly 
guarded government secret. Yellin, who 
is not a fan of Sanders’ work because he 
says it wrongly assumes conspiracies, told 
me the Begaren case exemplifies superb 
policing and says he doesn’t think the 
withheld evidence would have helped the 
defense anyway. But, he conceded, the 
secrecy didn’t conform to court rules on 
discovery. 

“It is a discovery violation for not giving 
it up,” the senior deputy district attorney 
said. “But it’s not a Brady violation. In 
hindsight, maybe I should have gone to 
court [and told the judge about the exis¬ 
tence of the recordings].” 

(In Brady v. Maryland, a 1963 Supreme 
Court case, the high court ruled that the 
U.S. Constitution requires prosecution 
teams to surrender, without prompting, 
all evidence that might be favorable to a 
defendant; state law additionally requires 
prosecutors to turn over all statements of 
a defendant, as well as the statements of 
witnesses the government intends to call 
at trial.) 

Yellin says his paramount reason for 
keeping everyone clueless about Cuevas’ 
role was so that the thug wouldn’t be 
targeted for killing by the Mexican Mafia, 
a sentiment that left the prosecutor with 
a firm stance. “No way was the defense 
getting [the recordings] at that time [the 
outset of the case].... The Mexican Mafia 
was putting up YouTube videos with rap 
songs about killing snitches,” he said. 

To Sanders, destroyed and withheld 
evidence in major cases signify an Orange 
County criminal-justice system in dire 
need of reform. “A prosecutor and his 
lead police investigator decided they 
would hide evidence damaging to their 
case and to the credibility of key wit¬ 
nesses,” he said. “They then took steps 
to carry out their plan. That is the very 
definition of a conspiracy.”

R estaurants in Orange County 
and California—the whole U.S., 
really—would be crippled and 
worthless if not for the brown 
people who have arrived in 
droves during the past four 
decades. And of all the Latin Americans, 
the Mexican stands alone in this industry 
The Mexican presence in the commercial 
kitchen has become a vital component and 
a necessity for every aspect of a productive 
and sustainable restaurant in the Golden 
State. They earned this status via a relent¬ 
less work ethic and an undying spirit that 
strives for a better future, traits ignored by 
their home country but that blossom and 
bear fruits here—with us as the lucky eaters. 

Hotel kitchens, hospital kitchens, 
restaurant kitchens, school commissar¬ 
ies, food trucks, anywhere involving the 
preparation of food and our consumption 
of it—this is now their home. Most will 
never return to Mexico despite the many 
attempts of the Right to force them out or 
make them feel unwelcome. Many never 
rise beyond anonymity, hamstrung by 
legal status or a lack of capital or the lucky 
breaks that come to young guns fresh out 
of a fancy school. These Mexicans have 
become foundation and scaffold—load 
bearers—for restaurants, fortifying them 
with ganas, sweat and an overwhelming 
desire to cook. Celebrity chef Anthony 
Bourdain put it best in his Kitchen Con¬ 
fidential: “The Ecuadorian, Mexican, 
Dominican and Salvadorian cooks I’ve 
worked with over the years make most 
CIA-educated white boys look like clumsy, 
sniveling little punks.” 

What’s fascinating about our Mexi¬ 
cans in the kitchens, though, is their

self-awareness. They know they’re the 
backbone of practically every kitchen in 
Orange County one way or another: the 
sous chef, the produce guy, the line cook, 
the porter, the lavaplatos (and let’s set 
completely aside for the purposes of this 
essay those who pick the fruits and work 
in the slaughterhouses). What’s more, 
they know that you know this as well, and 
they’re extremely proud of it; some even 
boast about this perception. 

But only amongst themselves. 

They regard themselves as “heavy- 
machinery” and “workhorses” that domi¬ 
nate the restaurant industry, and they whole¬ 
heartedly believe they will continue to do 
so for years to come. The more deep-rooted 
reason they really believe this, it seems, is 
because they feel there is something in their 
blood that calls them to the kitchen. That 
sentiment gets planted in the heart of the 
primo who just came from Michoacan and 
stays strong in the veteran cooks with thirty- 
plus years under their aprons and kids away 
at college. Asked again and again, from Brea 
to San Clemente, cocineros couldn’t explain 
what this “something” is when asked to put 
a name to it. They simply pointed at their 
chests and said, “It’s in here.” 

It’s almost inexplicable how Mexican 
immigrants, in particular, grabbed the 
American restaurant industry by the balls 
without formal culinary education. Or 
how they are able to easily learn and mas¬ 
ter any type of cuisine a chef asks them 
to: Japanese, Indian, Thai, Chinese, Ital¬ 
ian, French, pizza. Pho in Little Saigon. 
Sangak at Wholesome Choice. Hipster 
meals. Hamburgers. Et cetera. And eaters 
are only vaguely aware that a Mexican 
made their sushi, plated their four-course 
meal. The only explanation that comes 
close in any way is that hoary engine for 
the American Dream and the moral in any 
rags-to-riches kind of story: Hard work. 
No complaining. Just do it. 

That’s all there is to them. And without 
Mexicans, OC diners would starve. 

H ow hard do Mexican cooks 

work? Aron Habiger, executive 
chef at the North Left in down¬ 
town Santa Ana, explains their 
reputation in the restaurant 
industry in a very clear way. He 
recalls applying for a low-level chef position 
in his younger days. The boss asked Hab¬ 
iger why he should hire him and not the 
Mexican guy who was standing next to him. 

The chef broke it down to Habiger 
this way: “This guy [The Mexican] will 
do anything I ask him to do. He’ll work 
longer hours, he will never complain, he 
will never call in sick or ask for holidays 
off, and I can pay him close to nothing.... 
Why the hell should I hire you?” 

That juxtaposition perfectly describes 
how chefs, even of the highest regard, per-

ceive Latinos and Latinas across the United 
States, as well as why whenever you go to 
any restaurant in Orange County, it’s almost 
inevitable you’ll hear Spanish-speaking 
people in the back of the house. You’ll hear 
random wisps of the cumbias, rancheras, 
banda or rock en espahol they’re blasting 
from a radio in the kitchen. You’ll hear 
their banter as they clean your dishes and 
prepare your next course. You’ll hear the 
best of the best at work. 

But you rarely hear Mexican cooks speak 
to you—other than the basic English that 
diners expect of them. Because that’s how 
you want it. Because that’s how their bosses 
want it, too—better that diners give praise 
to the tattooed, fresh-faced wunderkind 
who gets all the press and buzz instead of 
the immigrants in the back cooking his or 
her recipes. 

But those cooks want you to know about 
them. They want you to know that when 
they see the remains of your meal, they feel 
as if they could’ve done a better job. They 
take it to heart because, to them, cooking 
is more than a paycheck, #instafood or a 
hobby. It’s a learning process, a job that 
satisfies their curiosity for cuisine and for 
creating new flavors every day. They see 
cooking as a way to prove to America—the 
world, really—that they, too, have amazing 
palates and tenacity and should be recog¬ 
nized by the culinary elite and customers, 
especially in this golden age of OC food. 

But you don’t. 

Recognize. Read this essay, study 
the photos and celebrate their wonder, 
their needed omnipresence. One could 
even argue these men and women have 
ingrained themselves so heavily into the 
industry that the phrase “Mexican in the 
kitchen” has become a stereotype, no 
longer a person. Just as when someone 
imagines a landscaper, a campesino or a 
car-wash employee, that worker is always 
Mexican in the thought bubble, just as 
when asked to imagine a dishwasher, prep- 
cook or busser. Some of the cooks photo¬ 
graphed for this project felt a little uneasy 
when asked if they thought society treats 
them as a cliche, while others didn’t care. 
The latter were simply proud of their jobs 
and proud to say that they, as brothers and 
sisters, can pull more than their share of 
the workload in this country. Proud to say 
that they refuse to beg on the streets and 
will instead work long and hard for what 
little money they make and do the jobs 
gabachos can’t handle or won’t sign up for 
due to low wages and hustle. Those that 
say this, say it with a slight smirk on their 
face, another sign of that pride and unshak¬ 
able faith in Mexicans as the muscle in the 
restaurant biz. 

The hombres y mujeres who work in the 
kitchen deserve more than the respect and 
acknowledgement we don’t give them. 
They should be considered examples of

Arthur Gonzalez rises again with Panxa Cocina, an ode to the cuisine of New Mexico

Y ou might remember Arthur 

Gonzalez as the owner/chef of 
Belmont Shore’s Roe Restau¬ 
rant & Fish Market, a seafood 
joint that had to revert to serving its food 
out of a truck when renovations on its 
building hit roadblock after roadblock. 

Roe finally folded last year after the 
retrofits to get the building up to code 
went nowhere. But Gonzalez re-emerged 
with Panxa Cocina, a restaurant he was 
developing as Roe’s fate was stuck in 
bureaucratic hell. Panxa Cocina doesn’t 
feel as if it were Plan B or an exit strategy; 
it’s the restaurant Gonzalez was meant to 
helm all along. 

In the space that was formerly Christy’s 
On Broadway, starkly gorgeous Georgia 
O’Keeffe-like motifs splash the walls as 
Gonzalez cooks New Mexican flavors I 
never knew he was capable of when he 
was slinging chowder at Roe. It turns out 
that before Panxa Cocina and Roe, even 
before his stint at McKenna’s On the Bay, 
Gonzalez worked with chef Eric DiSte- 
fano of Coyote Cafe in Santa Fe, argu¬ 
ably one of the Southwest’s most iconic 
restaurants. And in bringing Long Beach 
closer to the Holy Land of fry bread and 
Hatch chiles, Gonzalez gives a city full of 
seafood joints something it needs instead 
of more chowder. 

One of his best dishes is the so-called 
NM Style Enchiladas, which he drapes 
with a choice of either a red or green chile 
sauce. But when I was ordering, I noticed 
a third saucing option: “Christmas.” 

“I assume this means I get both kinds of 
chile sauce on it?” I asked our server. 

“Yes, and would you like the fried egg 
on top?” she asked as her eyes lit up. 


“Of course!” I answered. 

What came out was a cast-iron platter 
of meat, cheese, sauce and corn tortillas— 
with an egg on top—that were as soft as 
the homiest lasagna. And I’d argue there 
might be no heaven akin to what happens 
when the vegetal perkiness of green chile 
combines with the creaminess of melting 
cheese in your mouth. The egg? It was 
fine, but in truth, the dish didn’t need 
the add-on, especially if you opt for the 
already-rich short rib as filling. 

The short rib, by the way, is the same 
meat (along with either chicken or pork) 
that you can ask to stuff your fry bread 
for Panxa’s Navajo tacos, but try them on 
enchiladas before the tacos. Besides, you 
get plenty of fry bread—oar-sized, char- 
marked planks of it—when you order the 
Chimayo Chile Red Pozole, which hews 
closer to stew than soup here. Though 
you can have it with pork, chicken or 
beef, the sink-sized bowl isn’t about what 
meat you choose, but rather how the 
hominy pearls and the lubricating brick- 
red brew hints of the complexities of the 
Land of Enchantment. 

An option of more fry bread comes 
with the flat-iron steak. Ask for the corn 
tortillas instead, even if they’re not yet 
made in-house. There won’t be many- 
just three. But since the dish isn’t tech¬ 
nically a fajita platter, you won’t mind 
running out of tortillas before you finish 
the meat. As if to compensate, Gonzalez 
includes a sweet potato hash with bits 
of crisped chorizo and pork belly as a 
side. But the flat-iron is the star: This is a 
thick slab, but also sublimely tender and 
crusted with charring so flavorful I almost 
thought it was blackened. 


The steak, as with everything else, is 
better shared, so ask for a few extra plates. 
If only to spread the guilt, you need at 
least three people to help with the Chick- 
a-rones, swoops of golden-fried chicken 
skin that look uncannily like fried wonton 
but somehow feel 10 times crispier and 
unhealthier than pork rinds. 

Order it for this reason, as well as 
because it comes with a salsa made from 
pequin chiles, a hot sauce that burns as 
though it’s a less acidic and sweeter ver¬ 
sion of Tapatio. Use it, savor it, but defi¬ 
nitely save some to douse the fried cala- 
mari with. It’s one of the dishes Gonzalez 
salvaged from his days at Roe. No, it’s not 
that the calamari doesn’t come with its 
own tasty, two-toned, creamy dipping 
sauce made with red and green chiles; it’s 
just that the pequin chile hot sauce is so 
much better—a substance worthy of its 
own bottling plant. 

The desserts are also wonderful, 
especially the biscochito donuts, which 
eat more like bunuelos covered with 
cinnamon sugar than the classic Christ¬ 
mas cookie since they’re served hot 
from the fryer, their interiors as fluffy as 
down. Dip one into the creme Anglaise 
as you consider that it might’ve never 
come to light if Roe’s situation went 
according to plan and Gonzalez didn’t 
move on to Panxa. Just this once, thank 
God for bureaucrats!

H ipster food halls are all the rage now, 
but give me the courts of Middle 
Eastern markets any day, the dazzling 
options of Persian, Lebanese, Chinese, 
Greek, even Mexican existing alongside 
one another, all offering huge portions at 
working-class prices. The local pioneer, 
of course, was Wholesome Choice in 
Irvine, a place so successful it spanned 
nearly a dozen imitators across the 
county, none more obvious than Fresh 
Choice in Garden Grove, on the outskirts 
of Little Arabia. 

Let's start with the name: Couldn't 
they have at least called it Pure Option or 
something? The produce and products 
are pan-ethnic, if leaning a bit Middle 
Eastern, just as at Wholesome Choice; 
the bakery offers fresh, amazing sangak, 
just as at Wholesome Choice. There's a 
deli and olive case, nuts by the pound, 
and halal meats... just as at Wholesome 
Choice. But where Fresh Choice beats its 
competitor is the clientele—even more 
multiculti than Irvinites because a recent 
study showed Garden Grove is the most 
diverse city in OC. And the food stalls at 
Fresh Choice just might be better than 
the ones at Wholesome Choice. 

The offerings span across continents, 
from the fiery niharis of Shahnawaz to 
sumptuous polos at Hakem to the not- 
bad Mexican stall called Casa Chipotle. 
Falafels at Falafelo are moist and big; the 
esteemed Al Amir Bakery has an outpost 
here, offering its delicious sphihas. But 
the best cooks here are at Kunafa King, 
specializing in the namesake dessert, 
one of the best sweets around. Think 
mildly salty cheese, a layer of fried noo¬ 
dles, a pistachio spread on top of that, 
then everything doused in rosewater, and 
you'll exile Zingers back to bankruptcy. 

Fresh Choice has been a hit with 
Garden Grove and Anaheim customers, 
and the Palestinian family that founded it 
is reportedly considering opening others. 
Good forthem! Just remember: No need 
to follow in the footsteps of others when 
you're already a creating a path worth 
emulation—and trust me, others will....

Jackhammer 2013 Central 


The burgeoning spring, beginning the 20th 
of this month, will see the seeds and shoots of new 
growth as the cycle of life begins again. Is there a 
better time, we thought, to feature a fresh, clean, 
unoaked Chardonnay than now? Well, to be honest, 
we didn’t think that at all. We happened to taste this 
wine in January and were collectively blown away at 
how delicious, varietally correct and affordably priced 
this Jackhammer was and is. We’ve featured their 
delicious Pinot Noirs many times before (for much 
the same reason as this Chard-- delicious, varietally 
correct, affordably priced) so we were pleasantly not 
surprised to experience how good this wine is. 

Our notes: ...on the nose, hints of pear, 
lemon grass, lanolin and river water.

There are two sizes, 15 mL and 30 mL 
that come in a cobalt blue glass bottle. 
There are also 120 mL available in 3 mg 
and 6 mg strengths. The labels are fine art 
pieces designed by artist Gustavo Rimada 
and each flavor has its own unique design. 
Each bottle comes with its own child 
resistant dropper top and safety sealing. 
The VG/PG blend in this line is 70/30, 
which means that with a higher VG blend, 
the vapor produced will be denser and the 
juice is thicker than something that is at a 
50/50 ratio. There are currently 10 flavors 
in the line with a full spectrum of savory, 
fruity and candy/sweet blends-which make 
for a wide range of options for vapers. 

In any line, there are bound to be stand 
out favorites among the community. 
The top three for Adam Bomb Juice are 
Chillaxin', Nectar, and Mamas Cookies. 
The unique thing is that these flavors 
are all entirely different from each other, 
which shows the spectrum of excellence 
that Adam Bomb is known for. Chillaxin' 
is a great option for those who feel like a 
menthol flavor is a little to overwhelming. 
Nectar is a unique flavor - combining sweet 
nectarine and bubblegum. Although it may 
sound odd, fans of the brand can't seem 
to get enough of it - it's a consistent seller 
in the higher 120 mL volume bottles. Last 
but not least, is Mamas Cookies: a sweet 
and savory blend perfect for those who 
are looking for dessert in a bottle. Just 
like homemade cookies - with hints of 
cinnamon and just as hard to put down.

Second Best Ain’t Bad

Here’s a silver medal for this Exotic Marigold Hotel

A lmost immediately after it 

was released, the 2011 stealth 
hit The Best Exotic Marigold 
Hotel became more a punch 
line than a movie. Who knew “older” 
people were so starved for pictures fea¬ 
turing gorgeously shot exotic locales, not 
to mention people falling in love, falling 
out of love or desperately hoping for love, 
all while dealing with assorted problems 
related not just to aging, but also to life 
itself? Directed by Shakespeare In Love’s 
John Madden and based on the novel 
These Foolish Things by Deborah Mog- 
gach, the first Marigold Hotel attracted 
a staunchly adult audience, apparently 
made up of women in particular. Natu¬ 
rally, then, it was scorned, secretly or 
openly, as a hot-flash movie, the sort of 
thing liked by ladies who wear comfy 
sandals and wrap themselves in shawls 
for going out to dinner. In other words, it 
wasn’t made for you or me. 

But the fact that so many of us were 
surprised by its success—or, worse, deri¬ 
sive of it—suggests we’ve lost touch with 
what movies can mean, as well as how 
they can mean it. I’m wagging the finger 
not at you, but at myself: I didn’t see The 
Best Exotic Marigold Hotel when it came 
out—no comfy sandals for me, thanks. 

But when I finally did catch it, I recon¬ 
nected immediately with the appeal of 
watching wonderful actors, all of them 
old enough to feel deeply comfortable 
in their skin, working their way through 
a not-so-simple story that reflected the 


incongruities and half-disappointing sur¬ 
prises of real-life living. Why resist Judi 
Dench, Bill Nighy, Maggie Smith and Tom 
Wilkinson, the last not, for once, play¬ 
ing the trademark sweaty stuffed shirt? 
What’s more, the glossy movieness of Best 
Exotic Marigold Hotel—largely filmed in 
the actual yellow-gold light of Rajasthan— 
wasn’t a liability, but one of its chief sell¬ 
ing points. We don’t always want that real 
life unadulterated in the movies; we’ll take 
the softening filter because sometimes life 
just really needs it. 

Now there’s a sequel, named, with 
suitable drollness, The Second Best Exotic 
Marigold Hotel and also directed by 
Madden. (The script, once again, is by 
Ol Parker.) And if the harsh truth is that 
this follow-up is second best, it’s still not 
half bad. All of the original cast—with 
the exception of Wilkinson, for reasons 
that will be clear if you’ve seen the first 
film—have returned. In the first picture, a 
clutch of mismatched English people d’un 
certain age descended upon what they’d 
been led to believe was a plush retirement 
community in Jaipur; what they found 
upon their arrival was a ramshackle old 
joint, badly run by an antic, bumbling 
young go-getter (Dev Patel). Now, most 
of those at-first skeptical residents have 
settled in to the wobbly/wonderful groove 
of life at the hotel, as well as life in India: 
There’s Dench, last time the sheltered 
widow who never had to fend for herself, 
now freelancing as a textiles buyer for an 
American entrepreneur; Nighy, the sweet, 


stammering former civil servant now 
freed from the shackles of his somewhat- 
shrewish wife, Penelope Wilton (though 
she makes a brief appearance and, once 
again, makes us feel things we’d rather 
not for an alleged villainess); Celia Imrie, 
the spirited gold-digger who just won’t 
give up; and Smith, the former nanny and 
housekeeper who’s now the hotel’s effi¬ 
cient co-manager. 

Lord knows Patel’s hapless hotelier 
needs her. He’s hoping to expand his fran¬ 
chise to include a second property, and he’s 
also getting ready to marry his girlfriend 
(Tina Desai). The appearance of a mystery 
man—super-silver-fox Richard Gere, of all 
people!—throws yet another wrench into 
the already gummed-up works. 

There’s a lot going on here, perhaps too 
much—Madden and Parker stretch for 
drama instead of allowing it to unfurl like 
a resplendent swath of silk. Essentially, 
though, they’re just repeating formula, 
and there’s still some magic to be shaken 
out of it. The banter between the pep¬ 
pery Smith and the much-softer-looking, 
though no less fiery, Dench is particularly 
fun. In their one small scene together, the 
two seem to be riffing on undertones of 
real-life faux rivalry, perhaps following 
the script of Ian McKellen’s wicked Dame 
Maggie Smith impersonation from Sat¬ 
urday Night Live: “Judi Dench. Little Judi 
Dench. Such a clever little Judi Dench. 
Little, clever, chubby Judi Dench.” Smith 
and Dench don’t go that far with their 
mutual ribbing, but their moments cap¬ 


ture a particular kind of prickly affection. 

Even better is the halting romance 
between Dench and Nighy. If you’ve seen 
the first movie, you won’t believe for a 
second that these two haven’t yet got¬ 
ten it together. But Madden and Parker 
know we want to see how this love story 
blossoms rather than join it as a work 
already in progress. Somehow Dench, 
with her understated, authoritative glow, 
makes the movie’s worldly-wise apho¬ 
risms (“Sometimes it seems the distance 
between what we want and what we 
fear is the width of an eyelash”) seem 
genuinely wise. You can see why Nighy is 
besotted with her: He sputters and falters 
more than usual in her presence, but still 
throws off sexy sparks of dignity—and in 
his classically tailored dark suits, he looks 
youthfully mod. 

It doesn’t hurt that The Second Best 
Exotic Marigold Hotel looks as good as 
the first: Shot by Ben Smithard, it’s a riot 
of reddish oranges, deep-sky blues and 
pomegranate reds, a Ganesha-fest of color. 
But in the end, listing this sequel’s flaws 
and charms is a loser’s game, and I throw 
up my hands: I just had fun, maybe mostly 
because watching these actors brings me 
so much joy. There’s nothing second best 
about that—or about them.

THE DUFF Shove off, John Hughes. The 
DUFF, a high school comedy by Ari 
Sandel, opens by declaring that The 
Breakfast Club's social categories are, 
like, way passe. Explains lead Bianca 
(Mae Whitman), "Jocks play video 
games, princesses are on antidepres¬ 
sants, and geeks rule the world." Today, 
be ye goth kid, science dweeb, or just 
plain ordinary, only one distinction 
counts: Are you hot or not? Bianca is 
not. She's what her jerk neighbor Wes 
(Robbie Amell), the football captain, calls 
the DUFF, i.e., the "Designated Ugly Fat 
Friend." Being the DUFF is a noble sac¬ 
rifice: By seeming approachable, Bianca 
serves as a bouncer granting select 
guys the OK to flirt with lovely Jess 
(Skyler Samuels) and Casey (Bianca A. 
Santos). Josh A. Cagan's script aspires 
to be hyper-modern and clever. It's all 
hashtags and cyberbullying, as though 
it doesn't expect to have a shelf life 
longer than six years. (Stick around to 
the end credits for everyone's Twitter 
handle and Instagram.) But Whitman's a 
barreling Mae West in overalls, a classic 
screwball starlet who's all moxie and 
eye-rolls. To back her up, Sandel enlists 
grown-ups Ken Jeong, Romany Malco, 
and Allison Janney as comic support, 
yet he gets even better mileage out of 
young dramatic actor Amell, who takes 
a shallow role and turns it into a mini- 
meathead masterpiece. But The DUFF 
doesn't seem to know what its point 
actually is. It's pro-self-acceptance 
and also pro-makeover—the movie 
insists that if Bianca really wants 
people to pay attention to her battle 
against beauty standards, she should 
first get a better bra and show off 
her boobs. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson.

FIFTY SHADES OF GREY Even fans of 
Fifty Shades of Grey admit the book is 
a literary atrocity. Novelist E.L. James' 
erotic reveries read like the rant- 
ings of a drunk yokel—less "His firm 
hands cupped my breasts" and more 
"Holy crap! He's touching my boobs!" 
The story is simple: 21-year-old virgin 
Anastasia Steele is offered an opening 
to be cold-hearted tycoon Christian 
Grey's sex slave. Before they sign a 
contract—an actual legal document 
with addendum for buttplugs—they test 
the merchandise and each other's emo¬ 
tional and physical limits. The smartest 
decision director Sam Taylor-Johnson 
made when adapting the novel for the 
screen was to throw out half of it. The 
film strips Fifty Shades of Greyto its 
essentials: a confident man, an awkward 
girl, and a red room rimmed with leather 
handcuffs. From there, Taylor-Johnson 
rebuilds. She constructs an erotic dram- 
edy that takes its romance seriously 
even as it admits that Christian Grey's 
very existence is absurd. As Grey, Jamie 
Dornan seems so uncomfortable that it's 
unclear if he's in on the joke. But Dakota 
Johnson breathes life into Anastasia 
Steele in tiny motions: the way she 
leans in to Grey's neck or dances like 


a fool to Frank Sinatra. Her Anastasia 
lives in the real world—a place where 
Christian Greys are unicorns. It's too 
bad Taylor-Johnson can't give the suspi¬ 
cious side-eye to the story's puritanical 
bent. James' series savors kink and 
stigmatizes it, implying Grey's only into 
BDSM because an older woman stole 
his virginity at fifteen and his mother 
was a crack whore. With that, both book 
and film punish fans. Yes, this naughty 
stuff is hot—but if you like it too much, 
you're sick. (R) Amy Nicholson. Cinema 
City Theatres, Anaheim; Triangle Square 
Cinemas, Costa Mesa. 

FOCUS If Grace Kelly had been raised 
by coyotes, she might have stalked the 
screen like Focus' Margot Robbie, a 
va-va-voom blonde with bite. Only once 
every half-dozen years does a new 
actress jolt the screen like a taser, para¬ 
lyzing the audience into waiting in their 
seats for the credits to find out the name 
of that girl. Robbie will have to royally 
screw up to avoid becoming a movie 
star—say, shooting smack with Justin 
Bieber while stomping on puppies. Focus 
is a bright trifle that shows her off like a 
canary diamond. She plays Jess Barrett, 
a small-time shakedown artist who sets 
up men in bars by luring them to her 
bedroom, where her "boyfriend" pops 
out with a gun. Eventually, she hooks up 
with the Bill Gates of bamboozling: Nicky 
Spurgeon (Will Smith). Too bad that 
everything is amped up and unnatural: 
Nicky and Jess' crisp zingers, the brief¬ 
cases of cash people casually tote, our 
mounting suspicion that we can't trust a 
frame of what's onscreen. These two are 
fated to lie to each other until the credits 
roll or they collapse in exhaustion. Focus 
is Smith's effort to remind audiences 
that he's not just a hero—he's a man. A 
man who likes boobs. Onscreen, he and 
Robbie have an unusual spark. In the 
bedroom, Robbie dutifully coils around 
him like a snake. She nearly makes the 
scenes work, but if you don't totally 
buy it, that's OK, too: Writer/directors 
Glenn Ficarra and John Requa (Crazy, 
Stupid, Love.) have carved so many 
switchbacks into the script that even 
Nicky and Jess can't tell when they're 
telling the truth. (R) Amy Nicholson.

KINGSMAN: THE SECRET SERVICE 
Everything in Kingsman is familiar, 
cribbed from James Bond and a thou¬ 
sand other sources, yet every setup 
gets twisted twice, and then once more, 
just when you think you're ahead of it. 
Director Matthew Vaughn's mode is 
parodic, but he stages the killings with 
joyous vigor—he's gunning for applause, 
even when what he's showing us would 
have been read by previous genera¬ 
tions as horror. He somehow keeps the 
craziness coming, through three or four 
escalating climaxes. Even the most stale 
of adventure-tale cliches gets blown up 
to absurdity: Our lead (Taron Egerton)'s 
reward for his heroics isn't just the usual 
good-hearted beauty—it's a princess 
who quite literally promises him her 
asshole. Is that a critique of women's 
roles in men's adventures? Or just a 
horny-porny updating? As in Kick-Ass, 
Vaughn (and Mark Millar, co-creator 
of Kick-Ass and Kingsman ) leaves you 
to make sense of the mess, although 
this time there are some encouraging 
clues. Kingsman focuses on a fusty 


British secret service comprising hand¬ 
somely suited gents who call themselves 
"tailors" and take pride in not having 
their heroics make the papers. After a 
Kingsman dies in the field, spectacu¬ 
larly, the organization—exemplified by 
Colin Firth and headed, of course, by 
Michael Caine—must bring in new 
blood, a batch of promising teenagers 
who have to survive deadly spy-game 
training. If you wonder why Kingsman's 
potential recruits are all white, or why 
the movie blasts its lone heroic female 
character out to space for the last 
couple reels, Vaughn and the studio 
have a wise-ass defense: Blame the 
British aristocracy! Meanwhile, Samuel 
L. Jackson is the funniest Bond villain 
since the one Albert Brooks played on 
The Simpsons. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Cinema City Theatres, Anaheim; Triangle 
Square Cinemas, Costa Mesa; Regency 
Westminster 10, Westminster. 

MAPS TO THE STARS Is it possible to 
essentially like a movie yet feel revulsion 
toward its script? David Cronenberg's 
Maps to the Stars is clearly intended 
as a sharp satire of Hollywood ambi¬ 
tion, vanity, avarice, and emptiness, 
and in places it's smart and astringently 
funny. Yet it seems to be fighting its own 
bone structure. The script is by Bruce 
Wagner, a screenwriter, producer, and 
novelist whose specialty, in bitter little 
books like Force Majeure and Dead 
Stars, is skewering Hollywood—he's like 
a jaundiced eye with a laptop attached. 
But Wagner has little or perhaps no 
affection for his subjects, and he too 
often shoots at the easy targets. But 
the movie still has the darkly glitter¬ 
ing Cronenberg touch, even if it's just 
a light brushing. And he's lined up the 
right performers, chief among them a 
witheringly funny Julianne Moore as 
Havana Segrand, a Hollywood actress in 
desperate decline. Her hair is bleached 
an ungodly shade of nowhere blond. The 
parts aren't rolling in as frequently as 
they used to, so she's frantically hoping 
she can play her own late, movie-star 
mother (who sexually abused her, natch) 
in a remake of her mom's big hit, despite 
the fact that she might be just a teensy 


bit over the hill for it. Wagner packs a 
lot into the script, as if banking on the 
idea that the more barbs you throw in, 
the more will stick. Cronenberg gives the 
picture as much shape and heft as he 
can. Meanwhile, Moore is a terrific and 
fearless comic actress, and whenever 
she's onscreen—which, thankfully, is 
often— Maps to the Stars works like 
gangbusters. (R) Regency South Coast 
Village, Santa Ana. 

MCFARLAND, USA This America s 
changing sports and race drama is 
well made, well acted, and sometimes 
beautiful. The sport here is cross¬ 
country; in 1987 the real-life Jim White 
(Kevin Costner) founded and coached 
McFarland, California's underfunded 
squad of after-school farm-laborers to 
triumph against California's best-funded 
schools. There's many stirring shots of 
the boys racing through the hard dirt 
and honeyed light of the bluffs, orange 
groves, and scrub-brushed hills of the 
San Joaquin Valley. All this is done with 
uncommon vigor and spirit. Sometimes, 
the movie even goes silent, commu¬ 
nicating simple ideas of friendship or 
gutsiness without music or chatter. 
Costner's face has a lot in common 
with those landscapes. It's golden, 
time-toughened, immediately arresting 
yet also harsh enough that you have 
to warm up to it. There's something 
affecting about his gruffness and his 
hangdog squinting, a suggestion that 
the American future he's staring into 
isn't exactly what he expected, but it's 
something he can rise to. The film is like 
a two-hour version of a Brad Paisley hit: 
a well-crafted fluff attempt at easing 
the discomfort of its target audience 
about the ways our lives are changing. 
That means it will look hokey—even 
racist—to the people it's not made for, 
those of us who groan when White 
discovers that Mexican food is wonder¬ 
ful, that Mexican-American family life 
is rich and loving, or that picking cab¬ 
bages is excruciating work. Of course 
it is, you yutz! But before chucking 
fruit at it, remember that McFarland is 
part of something truly rare in world 
history: Here is a drama crafted to

help a jittery majority accept that life 
is better once they stop pretending the 
minority is other.

WILD TALES Argentinian writer-director 
Damian Szifron's Wild Tales is loose- 
limbed, rowdy, and exhilarating—in its 
vibrant lunacy, and with its cartoonishly 
brash violence, it's a little bit Almodovar, 
a little bit Tarantino. It has so much feral, 
prickly energy that it gives off warmth 
rather than the coldness you might 
expect from a movie that gives us noth¬ 
ing but people doing terrible things to 
one another—screaming, cheating, and 
generally making life hell—and leaves 
us with no reassuring answers beyond 
a wink and a good-natured shrug. It's a 
collection of sketches, six in all, which 
have virtually nothing to do with one 
another aside from their astute, and not 
necessarily generous, view of human 
nature. As with all movies stitched 
together from discrete mini-stories, 
some sections work better than others. 
The best: In "Road to Hell," an asshole 
speeding down the highway in a fancy 
new Audi (Leonardo Sbaraglia) yells 
"Redneck!" as he passes an unshaven 
thug in a dirty truck (Walter Donado). 
Then—naturalmente—Audi Guy gets 
a flat tire, and Mr. Redneck proceeds 
to make his life miserable, using every 
tool at his disposal (including some you 
really won't want to recall while you're 
eating). In "Till Death Do Us Part," a 
bride (Erica Rivas) discovers that her 
groom (Diego Gentile) has cheated on 
her—the proof drops during the recep¬ 
tion. After that, chaos reigns. But in 
the end, Szifron can't turn fully away 
from humanity. When we stop and look 
at ourselves, accepting our flaws and 
those of other people, we're not so bad. 
Or maybe it's just that we're the hell we 
know. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. Regency 
South Coast Village, Santa Ana.

Shocking the Man-Children 


‘Alien She’ brings Riot Grrrl energy to OCMA

T he gaggle of teenage boys 

wearing Minecraft tees, bad 
complexions and thick-framed 
glasses starts to giggle, gri¬ 
mace and look askance immediately upon 
entering the gallery at the Orange County 
Museum of Art. Ginger Brooks Takahashi’s 
stuffed jeans and shirts arranged in an orgi¬ 
astic dogpile (Feminist Body Pillow) draws 
the first derisive comment, as one of them 
misreads a Guerrilla Girls’ “The Advan¬ 
tages of Being a Woman Artist” T-shirt 
altered by artist Ridykeulous. Though the 
comments never reach Gamergate level, 
they hover around the intellectually hostile 
logic that “you can’t criticize feminist art 
because then they’ll call you a misogynist.” 

The three girls tagging along with them 
don’t comment, yet “Alien She” isn’t for 
these uninformed man-children; it’s for the 
silent women accompanying them. Curated 
by Astria Suparak and Ceci Moss and orga¬ 
nized by Miller Gallery at Carnegie Mellon 
University, this terrific show—its art, music, 
literature and film inspired by the ’90s punk 
rock Riot Grrrl movement—is irreverent, 
tongue-in-cheek, overt in its politics and 
revolutionary simply because it’s about work 
created by women for women. 

Previously, I’ve considered actress/ 
director/screenwriter Miranda July to be 
too precious for my tastes, writing her off 
as indie-film quirk personified, but after 
spending time perusing her fascinating, 
intimate web projects ( Learning to Love 
You More, with Harrell Fletcher), listen¬ 
ing to her recordings and reading her sup¬ 
port of the work of other “lady” filmmak¬ 
ers, I’ve changed my opinion. 

Yet the handful of her projected short 
films are marred by a volume too low to be 
effective. And her provocative images—an 
underwear-clad July in grainy surveil¬ 
lance footage, a young boy staring into 
the exposed genitals of a baby girl, two 
adults flashing each other while a child is 
in the room—are incomprehensible in that 
incomplete context. Likewise, present¬ 
ing selections of July’s innovative Joanie 
4 Jackie video chain letters in a one-hour 
clump, without seating and with a set of 
headphones less than 6 inches from the 
small screen, doesn’t make much sense 
unless you want eye fatigue and a sore back. 

I’m ambivalent about Faythe Levine’s 
photographic documentation of commu¬ 
nal living off the grid, Time Outside Time; 
most of the pictures are too mundane in 
their hippie cliches, revealing nothing 
we haven’t already seen elsewhere. But 
the inspiring five-minute Feminist Art 
Gallery (FAG) slideshow, documenting 
Allyson Mitchell and Deirdre Logue’s 
creation of an art haven in a garage, is a

delight, the photos of women and men 
playing, debating and collaborating look 
joyful and creative. 

Mitchell’s Ladies Sasquatch are bigger- 
than-life, furry, multibreasted sculptures 
reveling in a hairy, back-to-nature beauty 
sexual, creepy, aggressive, the tiny pink 
familiars crawling around the threesome 
suggestive of a feral reproductivity. L. J. 
Roberts’ loom-woven tapestry and hand¬ 
made art wears its politics on its sleeve, 
whether it’s a flag warning gay-bashers 
they’re going to get bashed back, a ban¬ 
ner image of a woman holding a rifle or an 
upside-down pink triangle with the words 
“Mom Knows Now” woven into it. 

Also remarkable: Roberts’ pink, 
barbed-wire fence We Couldn’t Get In, We 
Couldn’t Get Out, a 360-degree, 10-foot- 
by-30-foot yarn sculpture that reminds 
one as much of Guantanamo as of the 
personal prisons queer people lock them¬ 
selves away in, the areas in which the yarn 
is coming loose and the fence opening up 
offering the possibility that those walls 
are collapsing. Stephanie Syjuco’s The 
Counterfeit Crochet Project (Critique of a 
Political Economy) takes the previously 
“feminine” skill of knitting and uses it to 
make feminist points on consumer and 
copyleft culture, backhanding the acqui¬ 
sition of expensive designer purses and 
watches—Gucci, Chanel and Marc Jacobs, 
among others—by democratizing them 
and making knockoffs out of yarn. 

I found Tammy Rae Carland’s series of 
Lesbian Bed photographs quite moving,

each disheveled sheet and rumpled pillow 
a mystery, the isolated items left behind (a 
book under a pillow, a baseball cap, a gym 
sock or a black cat) clues to the personali¬ 
ties of the otherwise-unseen women shar¬ 
ing the places of rest. Likewise, Carland’s 
photos of empty stages, I’m Dying Up Here, 
addresses the late Christopher Hitchens’ 
idiotic trope that women aren’t funny. Pic¬ 
turing a glittery curtain, empty stool, mic 
and bottle of water, two spotlights on a red 
curtain like two giant breasts, she’s given 
women a silent invitation to take that 
space and make it their own. 

As I left, I passed the three girls who 
had accompanied the boys, two of them 
debating adamantly. “He gets really mad 
about feminism,” says one. 

“He needs to deal with it,” remarks the 
other. “I think anyone should say anything 
they want, and then people can make up 
their minds afterwards.” 

Here’s hoping these young women 
will continue to rise above their male 
pushback and be part of a nurturing com¬ 
munity like the one many of the artists in 
the show have created. Making it up that 
Sisyphean mountain is a lot easier accom¬ 
panied by a Do It Together attitude.

Harveys Opens 
Factory Store! 

H arveys means one thing to most 
people: seatbelt bags. Their ubiq¬ 
uity in OC, on the arms of girls (and 
even guys) of all social stations, is just 
wonderful. And the company's national 
presence grows every year. And now, 
after 17 years in business, Harveys has 
re-adjusted just a bit to return to the DIY 
roots from whence it came. 

"When Harveys started out, it was an 
alternative brand," explains Dana Har¬ 
vey II, son and namesake of the Harveys 
Industries founder. Harveys continues 
to embrace the 21st century version of 
alternative, which means a heavy focus 
on sustainability, community and crafts¬ 
manship. The close-knit team is now 
experimenting with these concepts at 
their factory store in SanTana. The Fac¬ 
tory & Co. looks like a European loft with 
hints of Urban Outfitters, but without the 
kitsch. The airy shop is completely trans¬ 
formable for gallery events, parties and 
an ever-changing inventory, which cur¬ 
rently includes literature on green living, 
rain barrels, natural skincare, obscure 
art books and a choice reprint of the 
early-2000s gay zine BUTT. Harvey points 
out they even have "a weird metaphysi¬ 
cal section" because... why not? And, 
of course, there are seatbelt bags. 

"This is a tester ground for us," says 
Harvey. "In OC, it's hard to do something 
that doesn't revolve around eating or 
drinking, and we want to make a place 
where people can experience art and 
culture." The group is especially excited 
about its film club, Factory Film Society, 
for which movies are projected on the 
building next door and viewers sit on 
vintage-inspired lawn chairs. 

"Now, we don't wanna be known as 
the company that makes seatbelt bags," 
Harvey says. "We just wanna be known 
as a company that makes great bags."

From Plumber to Inkman 

‘Brother Greg’ Rancourt is the Man of 
San Clemente Tattoo 


N ot every great tattoo artist takes 
a direct path to the top of the 
industry. For San Clemente 
Tattoo owner Greg Rancourt, 
a.k.a. “Brother Greg/’ the journey to becom¬ 
ing one of OC’s most sought-after American 
traditional tattoo artists included a career as a 
plumber, painting houses and a bit of jail time. 

“About 10 years after I got my first tat¬ 
too, I got tattooed by a friend to cover up 
the tattoos I got in jail,” Rancourt says. 

“I started the wrong way, and I taught 
myself to tattoo about 25 years ago.” 

According to Rancourt, someone he had 
tattooed went into a shop, and the artists 
there asked who did the work. Although 
he hadn’t worked in a tattoo shop at the 
time, the artists were so impressed by the 
ink that Rancourt was hired by them—as 
soon as someone else left. 

“I was always the drawer kid in school; 

I had a passion for it,” Rancourt says. “I got 
started in tattooing later than most guys; I 
started in my early 30s. I was a journeyman 
plumber before that, so I gave tattooing a shot, 
and it worked out. After a while, I realized it 
might be possible to make a living doing it.” 

Of course, while his fans and custom¬ 
ers are able to tell the difference between 
pieces he does and other artists’ work, 
Rancourt isn’t sure exactly what it is that 
sets his apart. He just knows that it took a 
long time to get there. 

“My style has changed a lot over the 
years,” Rancourt says, “and eventually, you 
get a style all your own.” 

These days, Rancourt’s work is so well- 
known that when he goes to industry con¬ 
ventions, he doesn’t even have to tattoo 
the whole time. Some of his most famous 
work comes in other mediums. “I do these 
conventions, and I sell a lot of paintings 
at them,” Rancourt says. “My sketch¬ 
books really got my name out there. Most 
sketchbooks just have a few designs on 
each page, but I shrunk everything down

so there are hundreds of pieces in mine. A 
lot of people know my pieces better from 
my sketchbooks than from tattoos.” 

OC WEEKLY; What would you tell someone 
who isn’t sure if they want to get a tattoo? 
GREG RANCOURT: Normally, don’t get one 
unless you’re absolutely sure. Also, don’t 
just get one from someone because they 
were on TV. A lot of people will go into 
a shop and get tattooed by someone just 
because they were on TV, but their tattoos 
aren’t even that good. 

How’s tattooing at your own shop? 

I’ve known everyone here 14 to 21 years, 
except for Chris [De Armas], but I’ve 
known him for a while, too. My job is to 
make sure everybody is happy. I try to be a 
different kind of boss because I worked for 
“The Man” for so many years. I’m more 
like a friend than a boss, but there’s a fine 
line. We’ve been open for three and a half 
years now, and it’s been the same guys the 
whole time. The shop almost runs itself. 
What would be your advice to tattoo artists 
just starting out in their careers? 

A long time ago, I would’ve told them not 
to get into tattooing. There’s no 401(k), no 
retirement—find something better. Now, 
I’d just tell them to get a professional 
apprenticeship with the best tattooer they 
can find. You want to learn from the best 
guy, no matter what it takes.

To Request or Not to Request? 


Conflicting philosophies from the DJs who spin for your drunk ass 



n clubland, few topics ignite more 
heated debates than that of whether 
DJs should play requests. Writers and 
DJs Lina Lecaro and Liz Ohanesian lay 
out both sides of this controversial subject. 

NO REQUESTS: ITS ABOUT RESPECT 

We all know that thanks to technology, 
anybody can be a D J these days. But not 
everyone has the ability to read a crowd 
and create a room-elevating transition 
with new killer beats or long-forgotten 
classics. Those are the unteachable skills 
that separate the pros from the wannabes. 

Unfortunately, in many club and party 
environments, these abilities are not 
always appreciated. The lowest-common- 
denominator party posse doesn’t give a 
crap about the tempo or tension a deck- 
smith might be building throughout the 
night. They don’t even care about beat¬ 
matching skills. No, the drunkards who 
bombard DJ booths to make requests usu¬ 
ally care about one thing only: They want 
to hear “Baby Got Back,” and they want to 
hear it now! 

A respectful song request that starts 
with please, ends with thank you and is 
well-suited to the DJ’s style is fine (as 
long as the DJ is not busy cueing on head¬ 
phones or flipping through crates at that 
moment). But most who approach are 
not respectful. They expect the DJ’s full 
attention and act entitled. They think they 
know best, when most of the time they 


really don’t. It’s a very Kanye West-type 
’tude: “Imma let you finish that track, but 
... Beyonce would be better.” 

These A-holes have ruined it for every¬ 
one else and are why most big DJs don’t do 
requests. I’m no fancy mix-master or any¬ 
thing—I prefer to call myself a selector—but 
with a few exceptions (birthdays, C-notes), 
I totally agree: Requests are never best. 

Like clockwork, usually at what would 
be considered prime time, I’ll get a 
request for the overplayed pop hit of the 
moment or some cheesy “ironic” drivel 
that completely ignores the tempo, mood 
or genre I happen to be playing. Mind you, 
this is often with a full dance floor and 
tables hopping with VIPs and major rock 
stars diggingthe sounds. 

Not every person who comes to the 
DJ booth is a clueless jerk, of course. But 
always keep in mind when you approach 
that the D J has dealt with many dark, soul¬ 
crushing nights of harassment before you. 

Every time I spin, I try to pull out an 
old fave you haven’t heard in a while. I 
often get patrons coming to the booth to 
ask the name of the song so they can dig it 
up later, which is so cool. Unfortunately, 
it also leads to the other type of request 
that hurts things for everyone else: the 
express-to-impress music snob. They can 
be even worse than the mindless pop- 
mongers. They can’t believe I don’t have 
the rare remix from that obscure German 
band. Worse, they don’t get that even if I 


have it, it would clear the floor or kill the 
vibe. There’s a fine line between challeng¬ 
ing listeners and alienating them, and not 
everybody knows the difference. 

Respect goes both ways, and you have to 
give some to get some. Some male DJs take 
advantage of their power position on the 
decks, choosing their sets based on how hot 
the girl asking is. But nine times out of 10, 
when a male partier approaches a female D J, 
if he’s not flirting, he’s being condescend¬ 
ing. Dudes almost always have to let me 
know that yes, they DJ, too! Newsflash: This 
means nothing because everybody does. 

If you really aren’t digging what you’re 
hearing, maybe you’re in the wrong place. 
Or maybe you should just go home and 
play with your iPod.

SAY YES TO REQUESTS 

A friend recently reminded me of the 
night we met. It was probably more than a 
decade ago, inside a venue that no longer 
exists. I was deejaying, and he made a 
request. The nature of the request is now 
uncertain. I thought it was Ladytron; he 
thinks that it might have been Fad Gadget. 
Either way, it led to a conversation and, 
ultimately, friendship. 

Making friends in the DJ booth is part 
of my life. In the fall of 1996,1 deejayed my 
first club gig. Over the nearly 19 years that 
have followed, I’ve played large venues 
such as Park Plaza and Variety Arts Cen¬ 



ter, tiny bars, downtown lofts, and back¬ 
yard parties. I’ve made a lot of friends, and 
some of those friendships formed because 
someone wanted to hear a song. 

No doubt there are lots of folks who 
make DJs loathe requests. People stumble 
up to us with drinks ready to spill over 
the gear. They shout when we’re wear¬ 
ing headphones and try to look through 
our music. They are often rude when we 
decline a request. (My all-time favorites 
are the pretentious bro who asked, “Do 
you even know who Brian Eno is?” and 
the Depeche Mode fanatic who insisted I 
play a song again because he left the room 
and missed it.) However, a good request 
from a polite person can be the start of 
something beautiful. 

The best requests can make a big 
impact on a DJ’s set. In the early 2000s, 

I spun at a party every Wednesday night. 

I played electro, post-punk and anything 
else that felt as if it would fit. We had 
a large crowd, with regulars who had 
impeccable taste. One of those regulars 
asked for “To Cut a Long Story Short” by 
Spandau Ballet. This was something I had 
never played in a club before and didn’t 
have on hand. I brought a copy with me 
on another Wednesday night and played it 
after the requester hit the dance floor. Not 
only did he go crazy for it, but the rest of 
the crowd did, too. I still drop that track 
whenever I have the chance, and people 
still fill the floor for it. 

On another Wednesday night at the 
same venue, a longtime acquaintance asked 
to hear Visage’s cover of “In the Year 2525.” 
That wasn’t a Visage song I normally 
played, but I happened to have it in my 
crate. Once again, the crowd loved it. Years 
later, it’s my go-to track from the band. 

Truthfully, requests aren’t a major part 
of my set. I play vinyl and only bring what 
fits into a single travel case, so if the song 
isn’t in the crate, it won’t be played. Plus, 

I have a hierarchy for requests. Songs sug¬ 
gested by friends and regulars get played 
first. They are typically first on the dance 
floor and have helped to make the gig 
happen by spreading the word to their 
friends, so this is a way of saying thanks. 

Even then, there’s one major rule of 
requests that applies: I have to like the song. 

My DJ friends and I used to crack jokes 
about how people treated us as though 
we’re jukeboxes. In 2015, Spotify is a more 
appropriate reference, but the sentiment 
remains the same. We aren’t on the decks to 
play what you want to hear when you want 
to hear it. However, I recognize the benefits 
of requests. Playing a song for someone else 
can lead to a lot of special club moments, 
both for the patrons and for the DJ.

Rebuilt to Rock 


MITCHELL WOJCIK 


Restorations enjoy an unexpected 
second shot at a music career

P laying in a touring band was 
never in the cards for Restora¬ 
tions. After post-hardcore outfit 
Jena Berlin split up, Jon Loudon 
and Dave Klyman were content to release 
music independently, without any expec¬ 
tations. Though they played a handful of 
shows that were marked by bodies flying 
and arms flailing, goaded by the energy 
emanating from the stage, Restorations 
were meant to be a project in which the 
five members—guitarist/vocalist Loudon, 
guitarist Klyman, keyboardist/guitarist 
Ben Pierce, bassist Dan Zimmerman and 
percussionist Carlin Brown—would come 
up with songs, record them at their leisure 
and be done. As a new band with members 
in their 30s, they preferred to stay close to 
home to foster their relationships and the 
rigors of their day jobs instead of worrying 
about the rigors of the road. 

Yet after the release of their debut 
album, LP1, in 2011, which was lyrically 
mature and sonic ally ambitious, the 
band’s profile started to grow beyond 
what they expected, and they inked a 
deal with Los Angeles’ SideOneDummy 
Records in 2012. 

“It happened so fast for us, after such 
a long period of absolutely no one car¬ 
ing about it all, that we’re still all sort of 
in shock,” Loudon says while throwing 
clothes and touring essentials in a suit¬ 
case. “We’re really lucky that someone we 
knew passed it along to them when they 
asked for new music suggestions.... It 
was pure luck, and it was awesome.” 

Despite their apprehensions toward 
touring, they slowly came to grips with 
the idea that playing live was a neces¬ 
sity. Following the release of the critically 
acclaimed LP2, the group went on their 
first extensive tour in Australia and the U.K. 
before returning stateside. 

“Every time we go out it gets a little bet¬ 


ter,” Loudon explains.“People know that 
it’s kind of hard for us to do since we’re a 
little older and we get busy.... But playing 
shows to that many people out of town is 
really, really exciting.” 

Now on their third album, aptly titled 
LP3, Loudon couldn’t be happier about 
how it turned out. The record shows a 
more polished, muscular band willing to 
embrace a more anthemic sound, a depar¬ 
ture from their hardcore roots. Working 
with in-demand producer Jonathan Low 
(War on Drugs, Strand of Oaks), who 
also happens to be Loudon’s roommate, 
the group fused elements of anthem and 
’90s indie-guitar rock, while also drawing 
upon space rock and stoner metal. The 
beauty of Restorations, Loudon says, is 
that the band aren’t married to a particu¬ 
lar style, which allows them to cohesively 
explore sounds they may not have tackled 
in an earlier incarnation. 

“At first, when you’re working on a 
record, you think it sounds like everything 
else you ever have done,” he explains. “By 
the end of it, you’re like, ‘This is dark; I 
hope people like this.’ This one in particu¬ 
lar struck us as being heavy and a bit dour.” 

But Loudon is more optimistic about 
Restorations than he’s ever been. Even 
though his fatalist Philadelphia nature 
looms—as reflected in Loudon’s beloved 
Flyers this season—it can’t derail what has 
been an unexpected journey thus far. 

“Everything is running on the same 
page at the moment,” he says. “All of the 
stuff we’ve been working on for the past 
decade or so finally all snapped into place, 
and it’s really beautiful.”

T he bass-drums duo Porkchops and Apple¬ 
sauce strips punk rock down to its essence: 
playing whatever you want whenever you want to 
play it, owning it the whole time without apology. 
Forthe sound and attitude,the Minutemen come 
to mind, but this band's sound is even more mini¬ 
mal—quirky but visceral, weird and varied enough 
to captivate an audience the whole set through. 

On lead bass we have Kirk Hofstetter, hailing 
from Fullerton. Playing the part of Applesauce is 
whomever he's jamming with on drums, which 
may change nightly. Hofstetter says he has been 
through 40 drummers since forming the band in 
2005. In fact, he prefers when drummers have 
minimal familiarity with his material, finding com¬ 
fort in musical strangeness, thriving on the energy 
that results from a first-time musical hook-up. 

"Just one-two-three, lets see what happens, 
and let the songs take us wherever," he says. 
"Being able to constantly experiment onstage 
with only my imagination to hold me back has 
made this a project like no band I've ever been in." 

If you visit the Doll Hut in Anaheim with any 
sort of regularity, you are likely familiar with the 
sound. Hell, you're probably on a first-name basis 
with Hofstetter and whoever he's playing with 
at the moment. Speaking of the Doll Hut, have 
you tried the pork chops and applesauce there? 
Hofstetter says it's tops in Orange County (urn ... 
pass), though he named the band after the Brady 
Bunch episode in which Peter pretends he's 
Flumphrey Bogart—an overt play on the struggle 
of a musician to just be himself with the tunes he 
writes and performs. 

This is, by far, Hofstetter's longest-running

project. Fle's a veteran of the Orange County 
garage-rock circuit and formed this project 
as kind of an anti-band to address the frustra¬ 
tions that traditional setups bring to an artist. 
"Rehearsals, set lists and making the songs tight 
seemed very opposite of what I love about rock 
& roll," he explains. "Taking the music to new 
places, sharing with the crowd my love for music 
and feeding off their energy in return—I feel 
there is no limit to Porkchops and Applesauce, 
and it's an all-you-can-eat affair." 

As of late, the meals are gaining more variety 
and substance. Guest spots have always been 
welcome at shows, and they have begun to fea¬ 
ture various combinations of wind instruments, 
adding flesh to Hofstetter's skeleton crew. Fie has 
even invited other rhythm instruments and an extra 
vocalist. "None of them had rehearsed," he says 
assuredly. "We just got up onstage and rocked it." 

Having recently opened up for Mike Watt 
and Agent Orange, there are even bigger things 
on the horizon for Porkchops and Applesauce. 
Hofstetter is cutting an LP with Reel Big Fish 
alum Ryland Steen on drums. "All of this has 
been super-magical to me," he says of the recent 
creative surge. "It has really made me evolve as 
a person and, dare I say, 'artist.' 

"'Music is the best' is a Dale Bozzio quote that 
really says it for me," he adds. "Come and be daz¬ 
zled by my effects pedals mounted to a snowboard."
